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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The applicants arguments are not found to be 
persuasive. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1 981 ); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1 091 , 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1 986). The appliacnt argues that the "sheet having a higher 
rigidity" of Kenmochi (JP Pub. 1 1-278467) is a carton box and thereby does not have the critical feature of a rigid sheet attached to a 
flexible bag. While the office agrees that Kenmochi (JP Pub. 1 1-278467) does not have this critical limitation and is a carton box, the 
reference is merely relied upon for the teaching of placing holes in a configuration along the edge of a container for assisting a user in 
gripping and lifting a container. The reference of Iwata et al. (US Pub. 2003/0012586) teaches all of the critical limitations of the claims with 
the exception of the holes or recesses "arranged in a line", and the structure and benefit thereof is clearly taught by Kenmochi (JP Pub. 11- 
278467). 
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
